A four rage telegram was reportedly cent to the President telling him 
of this proposed ■ iomonstraiion oa 17 May, The cost of the New York 
demonstration was said to be $11,009,00 for transportation and literature 
with a balance left in bank account of $3,500, 00,

May 
to include a demonstration at tha Pentagon and demands to meet 
with the President. Key places to demonstrate were discussed and 
methods for reaching the people! The outcome of this discussion 
was to divide the city into sections and pass out literature to people 
In these sections concerning tha war in Vietnam. The aim in to get 
a strong organization to fight the United States Government until 
the war is brought to an ond with tha key demonstration point being 
stressed as t ha Pentagon. Thio crou p appears to be very serious 
and is led by 'Ibis group plans to have their 

own defense budget of between three and lour million dollars by 
summer 1963 and will have tills many supporters mostly drawn from 
the young people of the United States. They intend to harass the 
President and Congressmen and to sway the vote against the President 
in the coming elocticm. The group intends to campaign in schools r-.n J 
colleges and educate the ycuas colored people and encourage them to 
go to jail rather than into military service. During a speech by Level 
he said "Johnson doss net know what ie goingon in Vietnam and ail 
he knows Is what a CIA Agent tells him".
